1. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach a combination of all the limitations as claimed in the independent claim 1, wherein the 
claimed invention comprising first and second pivotal elements each having first and second 
ends, said first end being connected to a respective end portion of the retaining member; and first 
and second holding apparatus magnets each being connected to a respective second end portion 
of the pivotal elements, said pivotal elements each being of sufficient flexibility for moving and 
orienting the polarity of the holding element magnets for attraction and connection to a 
respective eye glasses magnet when placed in close proximity thereto, as claimed. The prior art 
does not disclose or fairly suggest, by themselves or in combining with any other reference, to 
meet a combination of all the limitations as claimed in claim 1.
